Newspapers handle the English 
•language more 
accurately, 
con- 


sidering volume and speed of writ- 
ing, 
than any other business or 


profession. Even a smnll-city paper 
such as The Star transcribes into 
reading type in a seven-hour shift 
about 45,000 words. 


Syntax Is fairly easy to acquire. 


But spelling is another matter. The 
average newspaper person is not 
necessarily a good speller —but 
one thing he or she must have: The 
ability to tell when o word is spell- 
ed wrong. If you have that knowl- 
edge you will "get by", for you 


<fwl\[ have sense enough cither to 


consult the dictionary or use anoth- 
er word which you know how to 
spell. 


Those who do their own tran- 


scriptions, 
such 
as 
newspaper 
writers, typists, and particularly 
printers, 
arc usuallg good spell- 
ers. But those who depend on dic- 
tation to others, such as lawyers, 
preachers and business men, freq- 
uently arc not. I once got a letter 
from 
a lawyer (written without 


benefit of stenographer) in another 
-town, about a public school matter 
•P—and 
that lawyer's 
old school 
master would have blushed over 
(he spelling. But in fairness I must 
•add that preachers and lawyers 
are most accurate on pronunciation 
of words, since so much of their 
work is oral — whereas people who 
spend most of their lives writing 
commit all the crimes in the book 
when it comes to prouncing what 
they write. 


• If you have followed me this far 


you will discover I am coming to 
a point. A national magazine some 


ijtim'c ago published a list of what

on earth to spell. I have the list 
posted over my typewriter. And I 
am going to give you a chance to 
do the same fur yourself.

'•A year has passed since Adolf 
Hitler disappeared from the world's 
view. He died in the ruins of Berlin, 
his associates said. Probably it is 
so. Thus the< civilization which he 
almost destroyed was cheated of 
Jits • vengeance. Yet the end which 


overtook him'..is, perhaps .more oust 
and" fitting than a trial before hu- 
manity antj death upon the gallows 
would have been. 
For Adolf Hitler, the man, was 
a' nincompoop, 
an 
insignificant 
creature without mental distinction 
or physical grandeur. As a poli- 
tical hypnotist, as the incarnation 
or a national depravity, he was 
an 
earth-shaking 
tyrant 
who 


scourged the world with a pack 
of bloodthirsy hellions at his heels. 
But as a man, he was nothing. 


ty Hitler's sense of theatrical would 
have been offended by his death. 
It was an anti-climax devoid of any 
dramatic impact. He, the destroyer, 
was swallowed up and forgotten in 
the.destruction that he created. The 
dissolution of his country (which 
he willed) and the triumph of his 
enemies (which he could not pre- 
vent) 
completely 
overshadowed 


his personal demise. 
, Perhaps they still speak of Adolf 
Hitler in Germany. 
His 
name 
keeps cropping up at the Nuernberg 
. trials, where his posthumous role 


*J is that of scapegoat for his c/rptivc 
henchmen. 
But 
elsewhere Adolf 


Hitler, the man, is all but forgot- 
ten.The name which millions of his 
victims cursed is seldom spoken. 
The death for which millions pray- 
ed was reported, disbelieved, then 
gradually 
accepted. 
With hardly 
more than a sigh of relief, 
the 


troubled world moved on. 


But that troubled world cannot 
forget Adolf Hitler's legacy. It is 
jlikc the lingering complications 
*of an acute illness. The complica- 
.'ti'ons remain to plague and cripple 


long after the attack that caused 
them has passed from conscious 
memory. 
So men today are trying to piece 


together the broken fragments of 
a world which Hitler bequeathed. 
They are largely conscious of the 
task at hand, of suffering 
and 


misery unprecedented in history, 
if the difficulty of building peace 
even with the ghastly souvenirs of 
war all about them. 


And that is Adolf Hitler's tri- 


< umph. His ghost still walks the 
* earth. It surveys the ruin which, 


if he could not have world rule, 
ho desired and decreed. 
Perhaps 
we should remember 
more vividly the Adolf Hitler of the 
plastered 
forelock, the bulging 
eyes, the Chaplin mustache, the 
narrow shoulders, and the chubby 
hips. For if the people of the world 
and their statesmen do not now 
create an international atmosphere 
of peace and contentment and trust 
another Adolf Hitler can come for- 
ward as the spark which will touch 


foff the last great war.

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Reconversion 
Group Calls for 
OPA Extension 


Washington, May 1 — (IP)— The 


advisory board of the Office 
of 
War Mobilization and 
Reconver- 


sion unanimously urged today that 
the life of OPA be extended :'or a 
period not to exceed one year. 
Reconversion Director John W. 
Snyder released a resolution adopt- 
ed by the board as Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson told the Sen- 
ale Banking Commitlee that 
in- 
creased farm real cstalc prices arc 
"a strong argument for holding 
onto price control." 
The resolution said termination 


of price control must be brought 
about without unnecessary 
delay 


and in an orderly manner. 
But it added thai il is "convinced 
thai to abandon price conlrol on 
June 30, 1946, would leave the na- 
tion unprotected against a danger- 
ous rise in prices in the interval 
before normal economic forces are 
working." 
Another advisory board resolu- 


tion recommended creation wilhin 
OPA,

all applications on which a deci- 
sion has been delayed )"or 30 days. 
Anderson testified thai a'contrib- 


uting factor in the rise of rural 
land prices arc legilimalc farmers, 
speculators and city people "who 
want a place in the country" as a 
hedge against inflation.

legislation to extend price controls 
a year beyond June 30. Anderson 
endorsed this — together with con- 
linuing consumer food price sub- 
sidies.

U.S.,Russia Clash on Future

Italian sovereignly. • 


Byrnes was said 16 have retort- 


ed it was no more of an infringe- 
ment than Ihc treaty itself . 
Molotov referscd the Soviet pol- 
icy followed at list September's 
council meeting at which the Rus- 
sians voted wilh their colleagues 
to. set up only military 
commissions. 
control 


At this morning's session, over 


which he presided, Molotov came 
out in favor of no commission at 
all.The ministers were 
discussing 


the last of 11 points of disagree- 
ment over the Italian treaty. 
The ministers decided to 
hold 
their n e x t 
meeting 
tomorrow 


morning and to cancel a scheduled 
session this afternoon. Their de- 
puties will meet this afternoon to 
set an agenca. 


A conference sources said both 
sessions tomorrow probably would 
be devoted to atempts to clear up 
minor points of difference on the 
Italian treaty. 


In considering the Austrian-Ital- 
ian border question, the deputies 
decided that the Austrian request 
for return of the South Tyrol, ced- 
ed to Italy after the First World 
War, 
was a major frontier recti- 


fication which the council had de- 
cided against last September. The 
question arose at the meeting of 


. the ministers yesterday 
whether 


the request was a major or minor 
border change and the mater was 


handed over to the deputies. 


Foreign ministers entangled in 
debate on Italian boundary "issues 
scheduled twice-a-day sessions to 
cope with the increasing number 
of knotty problems facing them for 
settlement. 


Russian Foreign Minister Molo- 


tov was voted down, three to one, 
on a proposal to recess today — 
May Day, an important holiday' in 
the Soviet Union — and the minis- 
ters decided instead of redouble 
their efforts to reach peace agree- 
ments. 
The ministers clashed 
sharply 
yesterday on two Italian 
border 


questions, with Russia supporting 
a Yugoslav demand for Trieste and 
most of 
the 
Istrian 
peninsula 
against the opposition ol Britain, 
France and the United Slates; and 
opposing an Austrian request, tor, 
annexation of the South Tyron. 


Secretary of State Byrnes, sec:- 
onded by British Foreign '.Secretary 
Bevin, took Austria's part with a 
suggestion that the conlerence con- 
sider as "minor" the border recti- 
fications involved in Vienna's de- 
mand for return of South Tyrol. 


Conference informants said 'that 


in previous discussions of the Ital- 
ian-Austrian frontier the ministers 
had agreed that there would be no 
"major" changes in the 
Austrian 
border, but yesterday's argument 
arose on the question of whether 
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Legisli 


me Tyrol revision was "major" 
or "minor." 


Over Molotov's vigorous objec- 
lions, Ihe queslion was referred \o 
ine ministers' deputies for study 
and report. Bevin and Byrnes in- 
sisted mat an Austrian repr-esenla- 
livc be summoned to present Aus- 
tria's side of the matter. 


Conference sources said 
there 


were several sharp exchanges on 
the snarled Italian-Yugoslav bor- 
der issue before the ministers i'in- 
ally agreed, at Molotov's 
insist- 
ence, that two. Italian and two Yu- 
goslav representatives be heard on 
Ihe queslion Friday, thus poslpon- 
ing any decision unlil that time.

ing into his brain. 
Detective P. L. Borden said the 


fatal shooting occurred while Ihe 
boy, 
Roberl Bruce Jewell, was al 
Ihe home of Carol Sue Paden, 13. 
Borden said the girl told him 
Jewel pretended to shot the pis- 
lol at a target in her living room, 
then unloaded il and pul all ,bul 
one carlridge in his pockel. 


Afler snapping Ihe empty pistol 
a few times, the girl told Detec- 
tive Jew-ell he pul one carlridge 
back inlp Ihc pislol and spun il 
several limes and pointed it across 
the room and pulled Ihe trigger. 
"He did this several times and 
nothing happened," she recounted. 
"He asked me to put the bullet in 
the gun and spin it but I wouldn't 
do it so he did it again himself. 


"The last lime he did il 1 thought 
I saw the bullel go pasl Ihe place 
where il fires, bill when he pul 
Ihc gun up lo his head and pulled 
Ihe trigger it went off." 
"Russian roulette" is a gamble 


in which the gambler places one 
cartridge in the cylinder of a re- 
volver, spins the cylinder once and 
then places the revolver against 
his temple and pulls the trigger. 


In theory, the carlirdge is sup- 
posed to be heavy enough lo cause 
the chamber in which it rests to 
automatically drop to the bolom 
of Ihe weapon ,lhus presenting the 
empty top chamber of the cylinder

Navy Probes 
Blast Which 
Took 5 Lives 


Leonardo, N. J. ,May 1 — (UP) 


— Five men were listed as miss- 
ing and presumed dead today as 
the navy opened an., investigalion 
into the munitions 
blast 
which 


wrecked the destroyer-escort So- 
lar. 


Thirty-five of the 165 persons in- 


jured were still in nearby hospit- 
als, 
20 of them in serious condi- 


lion. Twenty civilian dock work- 
ers were among those injured. 
Names of the missing, including 


four enlisted men and one officer, 
will be made public today. 


The Solar was a mass of twist- 
ed, blackened metal as it lay half 
submerged beside the long pier of 
the 
Earle 
ammunition 
depol. 
Eighly feel of ils bow sluck crazily 
into the air, al right angles to the 
deck. 


The navy named 
a 
five-man 


board to investigate the disaster. 
The officers were Rear Admiral 
Paul f. Foster, navy inspector gen- 
eral, s-enior board member; Capt. 
J. A. Rood, 
general 
inspector, 


Third 
Naval 
District 
member; 
Capt. C. E. Coney, assistanl navy 
inspector general; Capt. C.R. Will, 
general inspector, Bureau of Ord- 
nance, and James H Sheridan of 
Ihc office of Ihe navy inspector 
general, clerical assistant. 


The blast occurred at 11:38 a. m. 
yesterday when the forward maga- 
zine of the Solar exploded, ripping 
off the bow of the 1,800-ton vessel 
and filling the air with a deadly 
hail of shrapnel. 


The explosion, which rocked the 
countryside for a radius 
of 
30 


miles, was. believed touched 
off 
when .a three-inch shell exploded 
in the hands of Seaman Joseph 
Sluckinski, of Ballimore. 


The sailor miraculously escaped 


injury, but the blast set off other 
shells which in turn exploded the 
ammunition in the magazine. 


Stuchinski's dungarees were splil 
and his chesl scralched. 


"The thing just went off," 
he 
said. 


The fact thai Iwo minor explo- 


sions preceded Ihe main blasl in 
Ihe magazine saved many of the 
personnel and dock workers from 
death or serious injury. 
By the 
time the magazine blew up many 
of the men had found cover on the 
dock or had gone over the side. 
Fifty or "GO of the crew leaped 


into the water when the skipper, 
Lt. Cmdr. G. R. Larocque, Kanka- 
kee, 111., who survived Ihe Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor, gave 
the order to abandon ship immedi- 
ately after the second blast. 
He 


suffered severe burns on the hands 
and face. 


Others had found cover on the 


dock and were protected from the 
flying shrapnel.

an investigation into alleged So- 
viet espionage aclivilies which Ca-

Strikes Cloud 
Reconversion 
Labor Picture

The nation's reconversion labor 
picture clouded suddenly today as 
transit workers walked off the job 
in Atlanla and John L. Lewis re- 
newed threats of a strike of 75,000 
anthracite miners. 


Atlanla streetcar, trolley 
and 


bus operators took their vehicles 
to Ihe barns shortly after midnight 
after voting to reject an offer lo 
seltle a dispute with the Georgia 
Power 
Company. 
The 
workers 


sought a pension plan and higher 
wages and said the ulilily 
had 


neither offered to meet 
the de- 


mands nor submit them to an im- 
partial board of arbitration. 


The strike left thousand of office 
and factory workers stranded, but 
automobile owners pul Iheir war- 
time car poll arrangments 
back 


into operation and most wprkers 
were geting to their jobs. 


Another transit strike was nar- 
rowly averted at Memphis, Tenn., 
when Ihe Slrcel Railway Company 
met union demands for pay raises 
from 87 cents to $1.05 an hour i'or 
operators and an increase to $1.13 
an hour for mechanics. 


Transit workers also met al Los 
Angeles lo vote on whether to call 
a strike in the wesl coasl city. 


Government efforts to settle ihc 
month-long soft coal conlroversy 
hit a snag yesterday during a day 
of 
rapid - fire 
developments 
in 


which Ihe i'edcral conciliator re- 
signed in a huff. Iwo operator pro- 
posals were rejected by ihe union 
and Lewis served notice of a strike 
in the hard coal fields. 


Moreover, 18,000 members nf the 


Progressive Mine Workers Union 
in Illinois went on strike in sup- 
port of wage demands, posing 
a 


new threat lo dwindling coal sup- 
ples. 


The new mine walkout boosted 
lo approximately 680,000 Ihe num- 
ber of American workers idle as a 
result of strikes and shutdowns. 
The demands listed for the an- 
thracite coal miners involve wage, 
rules, health and safety issues and

DANCING NIGHTLY 


Public opinion on the matter of 
"caste" in the American Army 
will be malformed if the people 
do not take into consideration the 
fact that the corps of officers live 
by and, generally live up to, the 
the finest, most Idealistic and ri- 
gid code of honor and dusty that 
exists in our society. This sweep- 
ing endorsement of the 
officers' 


code, which is passed on 
from 


class to class at West Point, and 
with which the 
professional of- 


ficer class is thoroughly imbued 
early in manhood, does not ex- 
cept the clergy, as a whole pro- 
fession, and certainly not politics, 
the law, the judiciary or congress 
or other elective office, up lo a 
presidency. Not all our profession- 
al or career officers 
are 
W-est 
Pointers but most of them under- 
stand, cherish and live 
by 
the 
code. And, of course, not all West 
Pointers are able, throughout life, 
to live up lo it, but nevertheless 
the average conduct of these men 
is comparably superior to that of 
any other group considered as a 
profession or trade. 


During this war, when the West 


Pointers were relatively rare, the 
standard was bound to decline. 
This fine morality was diluted and 
polluted. 
Men were 
given com- 


missions who, in civil life, 
had 


clearly indicated that they could 
be relied on to exploit power and 
opportunity for personal advan- 
tage 
and did. Politics intruded 


and good men were 
placed 
in 


false positions. We 
may 
easily 


say that the officer who author- 
ized the use of space on an Army 
plane to fly Elliott 
Roosevelt's 


savage dog from Washington to 
California should have been court- I 
martialled, but the first 
offense 


lay in ine personal request from | 
the White House which was 
an i 


outrage against the code. The of- 
ficer should have had the courage, 
the honor as they would call it at 
the Military Academy, lo refuse 
to issue this priority. But had ho 
refused, of course, he would have 
had .excellent reason 
to 
expect 


painful, 
indirect 
and 
unofficial 


punishment for lese majestcy. His ' 
family, if any, would have shared 
his distress because Army fam- 
ilies live in the hope of promotion 
and pay and the gradually more 
g-snerous terms of life in propor- 
tion to rank. 


It is indecent to put an officer 


on such a spot but that is politics 
for you and an illustration of the' 
sordidness of the political code 
by comparison with that of West 
Point. 


During their cadet years many 


of the young men are insufferable 
little snobs growing more so when 
they rise to me lu-st class in tne 
fourth year when they persecute 
their inferiors, rubbing in the dis- 
cipline, which smaks of hazing, in 
revenge for their own sufferings. 
But. there is no man humbler or 
less privileged in the Army than 
a new West Pointer who goes out 
as a second Lieutenant to join his 
outfit. He has to prove himself 
ipt only to the older officers of 
iis regiment and mess but often, 
jy physical combat, to his men. 
It is not rare that a new r.havc- 
,ail arranges to meet some ser- 
joant in a quiet spot, unattended, 
and fight out some dispute with 
his fists. 


At West Point, cadets are re- 


quired by honor to report them- 
selves for punishment for infrac- 
:ions of rules and discipline even 
though nobody els-e 
may 
know 


cvnn that the offense was com- 
mitted. They frequently do. An 
oia otficer 
friend 
of mine who 


came from the ranks in the first 
war, 
but became a thorough West 
Pointer at heart, finally rose to 
the rank of Colonel in the second 
war. He was too old for a combat 
command but they did give him 
an overseas assignment, 
which 


was beter than 
desk 
work 
in 


Washington or duty on some post 
at home1. He was terribly disap- 
pointed, after all his 
years 
of 


faithful work and study, 
to 
be 


denied the chance 
to 
fight 
an 


enemy in command of a regiment. 
In his foreign assignment be vio- 
lated instructions unintentionally. 
It was a stupid act 
but there 
were no 
harmful 
consequences. 


Nevertheless, as soon as he real- 
ized what he had done, he report- 
ed himself. He was relieved 
and 


demoted to lieutenant-colonel. 


There were impositions on en- 


listed soldiers during the late war 
and West 
Pointers 
undoubtedly 
were guilty in many cases. Some 
of our generals were over-ranked 
and we had colonels who really 
lad not advanced professionaly be- 
yond the rank of captain. Hosvever, 
if the West Point code had been 
observed scrupulously these abuses 
would not have happened. And re- 
member, the Wesi 
Pointer 
had 


seen terrible abuses of political 
influence and 
disgraceful 
favor- 
itism. 


The American corps of officers 


must have been beter than the 
professional Germans and 
Japa- 


nese, generally regarded therefore 
as the best in the world, because 
our side won. We produced superb 
generals who did this with far few- 
er casualties than the nation grimlv 
-.•A'puciect and, ior reward, wo now 
near a flippant ex-sergeant tolling 
a congressional committee that out- 
generals ought to shine their own 
shoes. Does any executive in civil 
life do this? Ev-sn office boys don't 
shine their own. 


The pay is miserable 
in 
this 
"caste" and patriotism is the mo- 
tive of most of the men and their 
families. If the ethics of our poli- 
tics and, especially the ethics 'that 
Roosevelt and Truman brought to

DANCING NIGHTLY 


Public opinion on the matter of 
"caste" in the American Army 
will be malformed if the people 
do not take into consideration the 
fact that the corps of officers live 
by and, generally live up to, the 
the finest, most Idealistic and ri- 
gid code of honor and dusty that 
exists in our society. This sweep- 
ing endorsement of the 
officers' 


code, which is passed on 
from 


class to class at West Point, and 
with which the 
professional of- 


ficer class is thoroughly imbued 
early in manhood, does not ex- 
cept the clergy, as a whole pro- 
fession, and certainly not politics, 
the law, the judiciary or congress 
or other elective office, up lo a 
presidency. Not all our profession- 
al or career officers 
are 
W-est 
Pointers but most of them under- 
stand, cherish and live 
by 
the 
code. And, of course, not all West 
Pointers are able, throughout life, 
to live up lo it, but nevertheless 
the average conduct of these men 
is comparably superior to that of 
any other group considered as a 
profession or trade. 


During this war, when the West 


Pointers were relatively rare, the 
standard was bound to decline. 
This fine morality was diluted and 
polluted. 
Men were 
given com- 


missions who, in civil life, 
had 


clearly indicated that they could 
be relied on to exploit power and 
opportunity for personal advan- 
tage 
and did. Politics intruded 


and good men were 
placed 
in 


false positions. We 
may 
easily 


say that the officer who author- 
ized the use of space on an Army 
plane to fly Elliott 
Roosevelt's 


savage dog from Washington to 
California should have been court- I 
martialled, but the first 
offense 


lay in ine personal request from | 
the White House which was 
an i 


outrage against the code. The of- 
ficer should have had the courage, 
the honor as they would call it at 
the Military Academy, lo refuse 
to issue this priority. But had ho 
refused, of course, he would have 
had .excellent reason 
to 
expect 


painful, 
indirect 
and 
unofficial 


punishment for lese majestcy. His ' 
family, if any, would have shared 
his distress because Army fam- 
ilies live in the hope of promotion 
and pay and the gradually more 
g-snerous terms of life in propor- 
tion to rank. 


It is indecent to put an officer 


on such a spot but that is politics 
for you and an illustration of the' 
sordidness of the political code 
by comparison with that of West 
Point. 


During their cadet years many 


of the young men are insufferable 
little snobs growing more so when 
they rise to me lu-st class in tne 
fourth year when they persecute 
their inferiors, rubbing in the dis- 
cipline, which smaks of hazing, in 
revenge for their own sufferings. 
But. there is no man humbler or 
less privileged in the Army than 
a new West Pointer who goes out 
as a second Lieutenant to join his 
outfit. He has to prove himself 
ipt only to the older officers of 
iis regiment and mess but often, 
jy physical combat, to his men. 
It is not rare that a new r.havc- 
,ail arranges to meet some ser- 
joant in a quiet spot, unattended, 
and fight out some dispute with 
his fists. 


At West Point, cadets are re- 


quired by honor to report them- 
selves for punishment for infrac- 
:ions of rules and discipline even 
though nobody els-e 
may 
know 


cvnn that the offense was com- 
mitted. They frequently do. An 
oia otficer 
friend 
of mine who 


came from the ranks in the first 
war, 
but became a thorough West 
Pointer at heart, finally rose to 
the rank of Colonel in the second 
war. He was too old for a combat 
command but they did give him 
an overseas assignment, 
which 


was beter than 
desk 
work 
in 


Washington or duty on some post 
at home1. He was terribly disap- 
pointed, after all his 
years 
of 


faithful work and study, 
to 
be 


denied the chance 
to 
fight 
an 


enemy in command of a regiment. 
In his foreign assignment be vio- 
lated instructions unintentionally. 
It was a stupid act

Hosvever, 
if the West Point code had been 
observed scrupulously these abuses 
would not have happened.

seen terrible abuses of political 
influence and 
disgraceful 
favor- 
itism. 


The American corps of officers 


must have been beter than the 
professional Germans and

nese, generally regarded therefore 
as the best in the world, because 
our side won. We produced superb 
generals who did this with far few- 
er casualties than the nation grimlv 
-.•A'puciect and, ior reward, wo now 
near a flippant ex-sergeant tolling 
a congressional committee that out- 
generals ought to shine their own 
shoes. Does any executive in civil 
life do this?

police announced today that they 
had discovered an arsenal of Rus- 
sian-made arms and ammunition, 
together with two radio transmit- 
ters and receivers, on the outskirts 
of Milan.
